In another case a numeval was dis- 
tinctly pictured, which vras traced to 
a clock face in the room. The article 
in question continues: 'The chief sci- 
entific paper of France only the other 
day gave full particulars of a case 
where a woman who died in one of the 
hospitals had two numbers, 10 and 45, 
mirrored in the iris of her eyes.' These 
absurd stories originate in the well- 
known experiments of Kuhne on the 
visual purple of the retina, in 
the 


course of which he showed that by 
making 
special 
arrangements, the 


crossbars of a window focused on the 
retina could be brought 
into relief. 


The enthusiastic photographer, if he 
be not 
misquoted, ought to have 


known that no well-defined images of 
the external world are cast upon the 
iris, and none, therefore, could be pre- 
served. The surface of the iris is far 
too uneven to act as a mirror. More- 
over, a-s no arrangements were made to 
prevent the further action of light 
after death, they would, if formed, ba 
certainly obliterated as the image on a 
photographic plate would be if per- 
manently exposed. The only mode in 
which an image impressed on 
the 


retina could be rendered visible would 
be to adopt the 
method of Kuhne, 


namely, by exposing the eye previously 
kept in the dark for a minute or two 
to an illuminated object, then extir- 
pating it, opening it, and Immediately 
plunging it Into a solution of alum. 
The image develops In the course of 
twenty-four hours."

to congress for the investigation of 
the bees of the world, and a s^arm 
of the big Philippine honey-makers 
would be brought to America as soon 
as the question ot their \alue and the 
posiibllity of tteir acclimation have 
been fully determined There will also 
be an appropriation requested tor Che 
study of the agriculture and kindred 
products of the newlj acquired terri- 
tory of the United States, and even 
under this head the great honey bee 
of the ea*t would be introduced by the 
department to this country

LORD ROTHSCHILD. 


(Head of the English House) 


Some time between 1740 and 1750 he 
must have seen the light 
His father 


was called simply Bauer, or "peasant " 
His descendants have called them- 
selves "de" and "von," but their honest 
grandfather 
had noc so much as a 


name. 


Mayor Anselm Rothschild or Maier 


Amscher Bauer, was left an orphan at 
twelve, already an expert 
money- 


changer 
Follow ing the wish of his 


dying father, he studied for a rabbi a 
little while, but the clink of coins was 
as a siren song to his ears, and he w as 
soon back in the mart a clerk of 
Banker Oppenheim, of Hanover. Man- 
grown, he returned to Frankfort.where 
his father had Ined, and hung out his 
red shield in the free c'*y which has 
ever since been the capital of capital 


Of the first big "strike" qf Mayor 


Anselm the fo'lowmg storj is told: 


"William II, Landgrave, of Hesse, 


tad made some $20,000,000 on the sale 
of Hessian soldiers to Great Britain 
for the wa>- in America 
It was what 


was left of this treasure, perhaps $5,- 
000.000, that pazzled 
Graf 
William, 


when, m 1S06. after the battle of Jena, 
Napoleon advanced on Hesse 
He had 


heard reports of the astuteness of the 
Jew ot Frankfort, and without even a 
receipt he placed the money in his 
hasds 
So, at least, the story goes. 


Napoleon levied on Frankfort an in- 


demnity of $20,000,000 for having dared 
trade with the English, acd Redshield 
paid his share along with th» rest. He 
had hid the Elector's little nest-egg, 
and didn't feel obliged to mention the 
fact. 


Afterward he dug the monev up from 


his gardens, took it out of his wine 
casks, hoisted ij» from his well—these 
sre the three stories, take your pick 
of them—and bought and sold on a 
larger scale until he went to the fath- 
ers in 1812 


In 1814, when Napoleon was caged 


on Elba, Anselm Rothschild, Mayor 
Anselm's oldest son, and the head of 
the house, 
offered to pay back 
the 


Landgraf's money with interest. 
Be- 


fore the monej could be transferred, 
however, the Corsicaii escaped 
from 


Elba and Elector William arranged to 
leave his money on deposit at 2 per 
cent. 


Nine years later the house insisted 


upon paying it back to William's son 
They had had the Jse of $5,000,000 for 
seventeen years upon the payment of 
only 18 per cent'simple interest. The 
Redshield wealth had, between 1S06 
and 1823, grown si great that even 
$5,000,000 was a trifle 


The five sons ot Mavor Anselm -were 
Anselm, born June 12, 1773, died De- 


cember 6, 1855, 
place of 
business, 


Frankfort. 


Solomon, born Sept 9, 1774; 
died 


July 27, 1885, plate of business, Vi- 
enna 


Nahan Mahier, born Sept 16, 1777, 


died July 28, 1S36, place of business, 
London. 


Charles, born April 24, 1788, 
died 


March 10, 1855, place of business, Na- 
ples. 


James, born 
May 5, 1792' 
died 


March 15, 18GS, place of business, 
Paris 


All these branches were founded in 


the early years of the century 
That 


in Naples, was given up when the king- 
dom merged with that of Italy 
The 


others are still in existence 


These five famous sons gathered at 


the bedside ot their dying sire m 1812, 
and heard his wise advice upon the 
conduct of their business 
They were 


to make of it a partnership, a per- 
petual trust, they were to tnist each 
other and work In concert, they were 
to intermarry; they were to bo Just, 
honorable and even generous 


This latter advice which Mayor An- 


selm had himself followed. 
He had 


been not only honest but charitable, 


everything in sight through a store of 
agents 
He cleared millions on the 


coup 


Nahan himself never doubled Na- 


poleon's ultimate defeat 
His house 


won heavijy upon the event, for twan- 
ty years thereafter it was the chosen 
intermediary ot almost every royal 
loan in Europe 


Before 1830 the 
Rothschilds had 


placed loans aggregating $6.000,000,000, 
on every penny of which there was a 
broker's commission for them 


Nathan Mayer was a miser and a 


coward 
In his later years he was 


desperately afraid of assassins, and 
men whom he had robbed in the gam- 
bling game of the Exchange used to 
take a nideous revenge by sending him 
threatening letters, whi^h would make 
him shriek with terror 


It was Nathan Mayer Rothbchlld.who 


in 1831, practicallv gained control of 
Spain's finances, -which has ever since 
been retained by his house 
He loaned 


money to the needy Spanish sovereigns 
of the day, and took m security the 
famous Almaden 
quicksilver mines. 


At the same time he got hold of the 
mines of Idria in Illyria, and put up 
fhe price of mercury 100 per cent. 


There was no redress 
That people 


began scraping the mercury amalgam 
off the backs of old mirrors to make 
calorae' pills was to Nathan Mayer an 
unmtei «.tmg detail in a deal which 
earned for him some $6,000,000 


The family council, at which Na- 


than Mayer died, while arranging a 
marriage of cousins, added some new 
paragraphs to the maxims of the fam- 
ily 
The> were never to have any- 


thing to do with an unlucky man 
They were to brook no disobedience of 
orders 
They established a sahc law 


that their daughters should be pension- 
ers, not partners 
The sons alone 


were to inherit the major pan of the 
wealth and all the power 


An agent in Smyrna learned one of 


these Uws 
He disobeyed Rothschild 


orders, and won a great profit for the 
house If he had obeyed he would have 
lost. He was not commended, but dis- 
charged. 


Lord Rosebery", :ust deposed from 


the Liberal leadership of Britain,learn- 
ed another. 
He married the daughter 


of Nathan Majer 
Rothschild 
Her 


dower was a princely one, but it stay- 
ed in the business, and Rosebery has 
not had its management 


The paradox is true that the Roths- 


childs have not their former pawer, 
though their wealth is vastly increas- 
ed 
The bond business is not what it 


was in the golden years between 1815 
and 1830, when the Redshield wealth 
sometimes doubled in two jears. Gov- 
ernments have made the 
discovery 


that the people will loan money direct 
to a government in which they have 
confidence 
The Rothschilds own gov- 


ernment bonds, like other people, and 
draw 3 per cent 01 so interest upon 
them, but the} no longer float entire 
issues in so many cases, and when 
thev do, the profits are smaller. 


Thev own mines, railroads, real es- 


tate. 
They back the petroleum fields 


of Baku, as> the only 
rivals of the
